Nature of Contract:  (Briefly describe the general terms of the contract) 
 
 

County Service Area 70, Improvement Zone SP-2 (High Country) (CSA 70 SP-2), owns a wastewater collection system 
in the community of High Country, located in the Oak Hills area.  The wastewater is collected in 8-inch sewer mains and 
conveyed through a 10-inch diameter trunk sewer main located in Fuente Avenue. 
 
This Agreement authorizes CSA 70 SP-2 to provide wastewater collection services to 200 new residential units in the City 
of Hesperia, Tract 13076 through CSA 70 SP-2’s sewer pipelines.  
 
The City of Hesperia (District) will insure that, Frontier Homes, the tract’s builder will pay all CSA 70 SP-2’s applicable 
permit, inspection and administration fees related to respective connections to CSA 70 SP-2 sewer facilities.  The fees are 
currently set at $219 for permit and inspection and $45 for administration per connection.  Additional costs to be paid by 
Frontier Homes also include main line tapping fees, capacity/connection fees for use of the sewer main and all construction 
and engineering costs necessary to connect to CSA 70 SP-2’s sewer system. 
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The District will also insure that Frontier Homes will pay all current and applicable fees associated with Tract 13076, to 
Victor Valley Wastewater Regional Authority (VVWRA) for treatment and disposal costs at the present rate of $75 per 
equivalent dwelling unit, and at such rates as VVWRA may establish from time to time. 
 
CSA 70 SP-2 will continue to be responsible for maintaining and operating sewer facilities owned by CSA 70 SP-2 and the 
District will be responsible for maintaining and operating sewer collection lines for Tract 13076 which connect to CSA 70 
SP-2’s sewer system.
